Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  8th  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  Saddleworth  Urban  District  and  the  work  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  during  I960. 

The  Report  follows  the  usual  form  as  laid  down  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health. 

As  in  previous  years  Sections  III,  IV  and  V  of  the  Report  dealing  with 
Sanitary  conditions  of  the  area,  Housing  and  the  Inspection  and  Supervision 
of  Food  have  been  compiled  by  your  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  and  form 
his  Annual  Report  for  the  year. 

According  to  the  Registrar  General,  the  mid-year  estimate  of  the 
population  was  16,990  which  is  180  above  that  of  the  previous  year.  The 
live  births  credited  to  the  District  amounted  to  216  or  one  more  than  in 
1999*  The  adjusted  birth  rate  for  the  District  per  thousand  population 
is  19*92  compared  with  17.1  for  England  and  Wales.  The  deaths  of  residents 
of  the  District  numbered  23U  or  29  more  than  in  199?  giving  an  Adjusted  Birth 
Rate  of  13.22  as  compared  with  that  of  England  and  Wales  of  11.9* 

Apart  from  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  scarlet  fever  and 
whcoping  cough  there  was  no  unusual  prevalence  of  infectious  or  other 
disease. 

During  the  year  only  four  new  houses  were  completed  by  the  Local 
Authority  but  111  x^rere  built  as  a  result  of  private  enterprise. 

Once  again  I  wish  to  thank  you,  Mr.  Chairman,  aid  Members  of  the  Council 
for  your  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Department  and  to  express  my  apprec¬ 
iation  for  the  assistance  and  co-operation  received  from  the  Clerk  and  other 
Officers  of  the  Council.  In  particular  my  thanks  are  due  to  your  Deputy 
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Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Dr.  W.  P.  B.  Stonehouse,  and  your  Senior  Public 
Health  Inspector,  Mr.  J.  H.  Platt,  for  their  invaluable  help.

SECTION  1. 


STATISTICS  ND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA 
NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

The  Urban  District  of  Saddleworth  is  situated  on  the  outskirts  of  the 
Pennine  Range.  The  District  is  very  hilly  and  includes  a  large  acreage  of 
unfenced  moorland.  The  highest  point  in  the  district  is  Black  Chew  Head 
(177Uft)  and  the  minimum  elevation  above  sea  level  (500ft)  is  near 
Greenfield. 

The  hills  are  gathering  grounds  for  many  streams  which,  running  down 
the  various  valleys,  form  the  River  Tame.  This  river  rises  near  Denshaw 
and  runs  in  an  'S'  curve  from  North  to  South  to  Greenfield. 

Scattdred  along  the  valley  are  the  villages  of  Delph,  Uppermill  and 
Greenfield  and  these,  together  with  Springhead,  contain  the  greater  part 
of  the  District’s  population. 

Each  village  is  a  centre  of  manufacture  whilst  on  the  hillside  some 
farming  is  carried  on. 

The  principal  manufacturers  arc  textiles,  both  woollen  and  cotton, 
engineering  and  paper. 

VITAL  STATISTICS 

Population 

The  Registrar-General's  estimate  of  the  population  at  mid  -  I960  was 
16,990  as  compared  with  16,810  at  mid  -  1959 •  As  there  was  a  natural 
increase  in  population,  that  is  an  excess  of  births  over  deaths  of  12, 
this  means  that  there  has  been  an  influx  of  some  168  people  into  the  area.

After  adjustment  for  inward  and  outward  transferable  births,  a  net 
total  of  2U6  live  births  (13U  male,  112  female)  was  registered  in  the 
District  during  the  year,  an  increase  of  1  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

The  ADJUSTED  BIRTH  Ri.TE  is  15.92  per  1,000  of  the  population  as 
compared  with  16. 03  for  the  previous  year. 

The  illegitimate  live  births  number  9,  or  3,66%  of  the  total  live 
births,  as  compared  with  7  in  the  previous  year.

This  figure  gives  a 
rate  of  16.00  per  1,000  live  and  stillbirths,  and  O.2I4  per  1,000  of  the 
population,  as  compared  with -8.10-  and  0.12  respectively  for  195>9 •

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR 

THE  AREA 

Staff 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  a  part-time  officer  of  the  Council,  but 
is  engaged  whole-time  on  public  health  work,  being  also  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  the  Urban  Districts  of  Colne  Valley,  Denby  Dale,  Holmfirth, 
Kirkburton  and  Meltham,  and  Divisional  Medical  Officer  for  Division  20  of  the 
West  Riding,  which  is  composed  of  the  6  Urban  Districts  of  which  he  is  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health# 

By  arrangement  with  the  County  Council,  one  of  the  Senior  Assistant 
County  Medical  Officers  holds  the  appointment  of  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of 
Health. 

One  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  and  an  Additional  Public  Health 
Inspector  were  employed  during  the  year# 

Clerical  assistance  is  drawn  from  a  typist  pool. 

Laboratory  Facilities 

Clinical  laboratory  facilities  are  available  at  the  Oldham  Hospitals 
Joint  Laboratory,  and  Public  Health  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service  at  the  Wakefield  and  Manchester  Laboratories. 

Ambulance  Facilities 

(a)  Cases  of  Infectious  Diseases 

The  ambulance  of  the  Isolation  Hospital  to  which  the  patient  is 
admitted  is  used  for  the  removal  of  the  patient. 

(b)  Cases  of  Sickness  and  Accident 

By  arrangement  between  the  Oldham  Corporation  and  the  West  Riding  County 
Council  the  Oldham  Ambulance  Service,  based  on  the  Central  Depot,  Kelsall 
Street,  Oldham,  provides  full  ambulance  cover  for  the  whole  of  the  Urban 
District  of  Saddleworth.  All  statutory  obligations  placed  on  the  West 
Riding  County  Council  by  virtue  of  the  Act,  so  far  as  it  concerns  ambulance 
work,  are  carried  out  by  this  service. 

For  mental  cases,  the  County  Council  ambulances  are  generally  used 
when  the  patients  are  removed  to  hospitals  in  the  Huddersfield  area. 


Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home 


--°.r?.9.ra.-1-  erd  of  the  year  home  nursing  was  undertaken  by  h  fulltime 

nurses  who  were  employed  by  the  West  Riding  County  Council  and  resident  in 
Delph,  Greenfield,  Springhead  and  Upperraill. 

Midwifery  This  is  provided  by  three  of  the  above  mentioned  nurses,  namely 
those  resident  in  Delph,  Springhead  and  Uppcrmill,  who  practico  as 
midwives  in  their  respective  areas. 

Treatment  Centres,  Clinics  and  Hospitals. 

Infant  Welfare  Centres 

Held  weekly  on  Tuesday  afternoon  at  Delph,  Wednesday  afternoon  at 
Uppcrmill,  Thursday  afternoon  at  Greenfield  and  Friday  afternoon  at 
Springhead. 

Ante-Natal  Clinics 

Held  monthly  on  the  2nd  Monday  afternoon  in  the  month  at  Springhead 
and  on  the  l*th  Monday  afternoon  at  Uppcrmill. 

School  Clinics 

No  special  school  clinics  are  held  in  the  District,  but  school  children 
are  seen  at  all  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  Sessions. 

All  tnese  clinics  are  held  in  the  following  premises :- 
Delph:  Independent  Sunday  School. 

Greenfield:  Methodist  Sunday  School 

Springhead:  Congregational  Sunday  School,  Radcliffe  Street, 

Uppcrmill:  Mechanics  Institute. 

Chest  Clinic. 

Held  daily  at  the  Oldham  and  District  General  Hospital,  Oldham, 
but  a  prior  appointment  is  necessary. 

Venereal  Diseases  Clinics. 

Held  at  the  Oldham  and  District  General  Hospital,  Oldham  and  at  the 
Royal  Infirmary,  Huddersfield. 

Hospitals . 

There  are  no  hospitals  in  the  Saddleworth  Urban  District,  which  is 
within  the  Leeds  Regional  Hospital  Board  area.  As  however  hospital 
facilities  are  more  easily  available  across  the  County  Boundary,  hospitals 
in  the  Manchester  Region  mainly  serve  this  district. 
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(a)  Infectious  Diseases . 


Cases  of  infectious  diseases,  other  than  smallpox,  are  admitted  to  the 
Westhulme  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital,  Oldhar.i. 

Accommodation  for  cases  of  Smallpox  is  provided  by  the  Regional  Board 
at  the  Ainsworth  Smallpox  Hospital,  Nr.  Bury,  Lancashire. 

(b)  General  Hospitals. 

General  cases  go  to  Oldham  Royal  Infirmary,  Oldham  and  District  General 
Hospital,  Oldham,  Huddersfield  Royal  Infirmary  and  Ashton  District  Infirmary, 
specialised  hospitals  being  available  in  Manchester.  Chronic  sick  cases  are 
also  accommodated  at  Deanhouse  Hospital,  Holmfirth. 

(c)  Maternity. 

Maternity  beds  are  provided  at  Oldham  and  District  General  Hospital, 
Oldham  and  at  Lake  Hospital,  Ashton-under-Lyne. 
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SECTION  III 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
Water  Supply 


I  am  indebted  to  Mr,  B.  Castle,  the  Surveyor,  for  the  following  part¬ 
iculars  :  - 

The  "mains"  water  supply  in  the  area  of  the  Urban  District  continues 
to  be  well  maintained. 

The  Ashton,  Stalybridge  and  Dukinfield  (District)  Joint  Committee  have 
two  reservoirs  in  the  Greenfield  Valley  and  a  third  one  in  the  Chew  Valley. 
This  however,  is  only  intended  for  compensation  water. 

The  Oldham  Corporation  has  reservoirs  at  Castleshaw,  Dowry,  New  Years 
Bridge,  Crook  Gate  and  Ready-con -Dean.  In  the  Diggie  Valley  are  also 

reservoirs  which  feed  the  Huddersfield  canal.

An  area  of  approximately  900  acres  in  extent  in  the  Denshaw  district 
is  supplied  by  the  Oldham  Corporation  outside  their  statutory  area. 

A  small  area  in  the  Grotton  district  of  approximately  138  acres  is 
supplied  by  the  Ashton  S.&.D.  (District)  Waterworks  Joint  Committee,  and 
this  is  also  outside  their  statutory  area. 

Delph,  Dobcross,  Diggie,  UppermiU,  Greenfield  and  Grasscroft  are 
chiefly  supplied  from  the  reservoirs  in  the  Greenfield  Valley. 

Springhead  and  Denshaw  are  supplied  from  the  reservoirs  of  the 
Oldham  Corporation. 

The  water  from  these  moorland  reservoirs  is  said  to  be  naturally 
plumbo-solvent,  so  special  treatment  has  been  adopted  (Aluminoferric  and 
chalk  with  subsequent  filtration  through  pressure  filters). 

There  are  still  a  large  number  of  houses  in  the  district  which  obtain 
their  water  from  wells  and  springs.  These  would  require  extensions  for 
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considerable  distances,  and  oven  the  installation  of  pumping  plants  to  raise 
the  water  to  the  levels  required  in  certain  parts  of  the  area.  New  mains 
extensions  have  been  laid  during  the  year  to  supply  private  housing  develop¬ 
ment  in  the  Grasscroft,  Springhead,  Dobcross,  Uppcrmill  and  Grotton  areas* 

A  new  Council  estate  at  Springhead  of  1*1*  dwellings  has  also  been  supplied. 

i.'or  details  of  tests  made  in  water  supplies  in  the  area,  see  the  report 
of  the  Public  Health  Inspector. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

SEWERAGE  DETAILS f  I960 

The  whole  of  the  built  up  part  of  the  area  with  the  exception  of 
Grasscroft  and  Springhead  is  sewered  direct  to  the  Shaw  Hall  Bank  Sewage 
Disposal  Works,  Greenfield. 

The  main  sewer  from  this  works  follows  roughly  the  direction  of  the 
River  Tame  .iron  Greenfield  to  Denshaw.  The  size  of  the  main  outfall  sewer 
varies  in  diameter  from  27"  at  the  Works  to  9"  in  Denshaw. 

Branch  sewers  are  picked  up  by  the  main  sewer  from  the  districts  of 
Denshaw,  Delph,  New  Delph,  Dobcross,  Diggle,  Uppcrmill  and  Greenfield. 

The  various  branches  at  Delph  enter  the  12"  main  sewer  near  Raspin  Mill, 
at  Delph  Station.  A  6"  branch  enters  the  18"  main  near  the  Woolpack  Inn, 
Dobcross  and  tho  Diggle  branch  is  picked  up  near  Brownhill  Bridge,  this  is 
a  9"  sewer  entering  the  18"  main. 

The  main  is  21"  diameter  through  Uppcrmill  and  branches  serving  the 
Uppermill  area  are  collected  at  Court  Street,  and  Wade  Lock. 

An  13"  branch  serving  Greenfield  enters  the  27"  main  sewer  near  the  Old 
Sewage  Disposal  Works  off  Chew  Valley  Road,  Greenfield,  and  the  27"  main 
sewer  crosses  the  River  Tame  into  tho  works  near  to  its  junction  with  the 
Chew  Valley  Brook* 

The  Grasscroft,  Shaw  Hall  Bank  and  High  Grove  Road  aroas  could  not 
gravitate  to  the  Shaw  Hall  Bank  Works,  Greenfield,  due  to  difficulties  of 
level  and  a  canal  crossing.  These  have  been  overcome  by  the  installation 
of  a  Pumping  Station  at  Royal  George  on  the  south  west  side  of  the  district 
to  which  all  the  drainago  of  these  areas  gravitates,  and  are  then  pumped 
back  to  the  Greenfield  Works. 
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A  7M  diameter  sewer  serves  the  Shaw  Hall  Bank  area  and  increases  to  12" 
after  picking  up  a  9"  branch  sewer  serving  the  Grasscroft  district. 

At  the  Royal  George  pumping  station  there  are  three  pumps,  all  of  which 
are  automatic  float  controlled. 

The  sewage  flows  to  one  sump  or  well  in  which  the  floats  are  fixed  at 
c^^>ororvk  lcv'~ls  according  to  the  size  of  the  pump  and  period  of  entering. 

In  normal  day  periods,  a  small  pump  is  more  than  adequate  for  the  flow, 
and  only  works  at  intervals,  but  in  the  event  of  an  increase  in  the  flow 
caused  by  rain,  storms,  etc.,  which  this  pump  cannot  control,  the  water 
level  in  the  well  rises  and  engages  the  float  of  one  of  the  larger  pumps, 
which  is  immediately  brought  into  commission,  and  the  small  pump  is  cut  out. 

The  sewage  from  the  pumping  station  is  pumped  to  the  works  at  Shaw 
Hall  Bank  through  8"  cast  iron  pipes  for  treatment  along  with  the  sewage 
from  other  parts  of  the  district. 

A  6"  separate  branch  sewer  serves  certain  parts  of  Manchester  Road  and 
Dacres  Estate,  and  enters  the  works  at  Shaw  Hall  Bank  at  the  same  point  as 
the  main  outfall  sewer. 

The  Springhead  area  of  the  district  is  sewered  by  gravitation  into  the 

County  Borough  of  Oldham  sewer  at  Holts,  near  the  Borough  boundary  with  the 
Lees  U.D. 

A  main  outLaH  sewer  follows  roughly  the  line  of  the  River  Medlock 
through  Lees  to  the  boundary  of  the  Springhead  area  at  Hartshead  Street, 
and  thence  branch  sewerc  extend  to  the  Waterhead,  Austorlands  and  Scouthead 
areas  and  through  Thomlca  Fold  to  Lydgate.  There  are  no  sewers  in  the 
northern  part  of  the  old  Springhead  area  beyond  Austorlands  and  Scouthead. 

Trade  Waste Effluents  from  factories  and  works  in  various  part  of  the 
area  are  connected  to  the  main  sewers  at  different  points  by  private  drains. 
The  volume  of  effluent  discharged  from  these  premises  is  in  most  instances 
metered  at  the  point  of  connection  to  the  sewer  and  a  charge  is  made  by  the 

Council  to  the  respective  owners  of  the  premises  for  the  treatment  of  the 
sewage* 
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There  are  still  three  premises  in  the  district  that  have  trade  waste 
discharges  which  are  not  connected  to  the  sewerage  system.  Part  of  the 
trade  effluent  discharge  from  one  of  these  premises  is  at  present  being  taken 
into  the  Council’s  sewers.  It  is  expected  that  one  of  the  three  premises 
mentioned  above  will  be  connected  to  the  sewer  early  next  year.  The  trade 
effluent  from  a  fat  factory  established  in  the  district  has  been  taken  into 
the  Council's  sewer  during  the  year. 

Most  of  the  built  up  area  of  the  district  is  sewered,  but  there  are  still 
certain  properties  on  the  hillsides  which  are  not  connected  to  the  main 
sewerage  system.  Two  schemes  for  extensions  into  these  areas  arc  at  present 
under  consideration  of  the  Council. 

Extensions  of  existing  sewers  have  been  carried  out  in  Austcrlands, 
Grotten,  Grasscroft,  Uppermill  and  Dobcross  areas  to  facilitate  the  discharge 
of  sewage  and  surface  water  from  private  and  Council  housing  developments. 

115  new  houses  have  been  connected  to  the  seweis  during  the  year. 

80  additional  water  closets  have  been  installed  in  private  houses,  and 
on  industrial  promises. 

Mr.  K.  A.  Deighton,  Sewage  Works  Manager,  reports  as  follows 

"The  Council's  Greenfield.  Sewage  Works  treated  356  million  gallons  of 
domestic  sewage  and  129  million  gallons  of  trade  effluent  during  the  year. 

The  average  daily  flow  of  sewage  and  trade  effluent  was  1,325,000  gallons. 

3.23  million  gallons  of  sludge  wero  treated  in  the  heated  digestion 
plant,  and  after  drying  the  final  product  found  a  ready  sale  to  farmers  and 
gardoners. 

During  digestion  3  million  cubic  feet  of  gas  with  a  calorific  value  of 
650  B.T.U' s.  were  generated,  and  the  surplus  over  that  required  to  maintain 
the  temperature  of  the  sludge  at  the  optimum,  was  used  for  heating  purposes 
on  the  works".

Public  Cleansing 

In  January,  1958  an  additional  refuse  collection  vehicle  was  put  into 
use  which  has  greatly  improved  the  service,  reducing  the  period  between 
collections  to  approximately  7  days.  Owing  to  the  number  of  new  dwellings 
erected  it  became  increasingly  difficult  to  maintain  this  standard 
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particularly  during  the  holiday  periods  and  periods  when  a  number  of  the 
staff  were  absent  by  reason  of  sickness* 

The  existing  tip  at  Lydgate  was  completed  during  the  year  and  the  land 
has  now  been  returned  to  the  farmer  -  owner*  Tipping  was  commenced  at  High 
Moor  Quarries  where  land  is  available  for  tipping  for  a  period  of  approx., 

10  years. 

Contents  of  pail  closets  arc  collected  weekly  and  discharged  into  a 
specially  prepared  opening  into  the  sewer  at  the  disused  Outfall  Works  at 
Dobcross. 

During  the  year  16  houses  previously  served  by  ashpits  have  been  pro¬ 
vided  with  dustbins  and  the  ashpits  reconstructed  for  use  as  bin  stores. 

Salvage  of  Waste  Materials 

Salvage  and  recovery  operations  were  for  part  of  the  year  carried  out 
at  the  Sewage  Works,  Greenfield,  where  there  are  2  paper  baling  machines, 
.'.fter  the  High  Moor  Tip  was  opened  a  Nisscn  Hut  was  erected  on  the  site  and 
paper  baling  was  carried  out  there.  This  effected  some  saving  of  time  and 
therefore  slightly  Improved  the  refuse  collection  service. 

The  price  of  mixed  waste  paper  was  increased  during  the  year  to 
£?•  10.  Od.  per  ton.

The  sanitary  conditions  in  shops  were  found  to  be  generally  satisfactory. 
18  visits  were  paid  to  such  premises.  No  cases  of  unsatisfactory  conditions 
were  found  during  the  year. 

Smoke  Abatement 

U9  observations,  each  of  minutes  duration  were  made  during  the  year. 
Three  cautionary  letters  were  sent  to  the  owners. 

The  chief  causes  of  trouble  were  inefficient  stoking  and  overloading  of 
boilers  at  peak  periods. 

An  atmospheric  pollution  gauge  and  smoke  filter  are  installed  at  the 
Sewage  Works,  Greenfield.  The  average  monthly  deposits  of  solid  matter  per 
square  mile  as  shown  by  the  deposit  gauge  was  10,08  tons,  as  compared  with 
the  figures  for  1958  and  1959  of  15*13  and  8.87  respectively.  The  highest 

recordings  were  June  and  October,  IJ4.7I1  and  the  lowest  in  March  i|.70.

HOUSING 

Further  detailed  inspections  were  made  of  sub- standard  properties  and 
as  a  result  UU  houses  were  included  in  clearance  areas  and  a  further  8 
represented  to  the  Council  as  individually  unfit  houses  not  capable  of 
repair  at  reasonable  expense.  Although  there  are  over  100  back  to  back 
houses  the  majority  are  structurally  sound  and  in  a  good  state  of  repair. 

It  has  been  noted  that  many  houses  previously  considered  to  be  sub¬ 
standard  are  now  owner/ occupied  and  considerable  improvements  made  bringing 
them  in  most  cases  to  quite  a  high  standard. 

Urgent  cases  of  re-housing  of  tenants  from  sub-standard  properties 
were  dealt  with  by  the  re- letting  of  existing  houses.

The  immunisation  campaign  continued  during  the  year,  the  inoculations 
being  carried  out  by  medical  practitioners  and  officers  of  the  County  Health 
Department.  Twelve  children  of  school  age  and  212  children  under  5  years 
of  age  received  a  complete  course  of  injections,  whilst  19 0  children  who  had 
been  inoculated  some  years  ago  received  "booster"  doses. 


Scarlet  Paver 

Durin0  the  year  23  cases  of  this  disease  x-rcre  notified,  as  compared  with 
15  in  1959.  The  disease  was  mild  in  character  in  most  cases,  and  none  of 
the  Patients  were  removed  to  hospital.
